The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims define an 
apparatus comprising a table saw with height and tilt adjustability wherein the saw blade, drive 
transmission unit, motor, and shaving collecting member are mounted on a support seat, and 
when the height or tilt of the blade is adjusted, all of the components are adjusted 
simultaneously. Wang (6,546,835) teaches a table saw with height and tilt adjustability wherein 
the saw blade, motor and drive transmission unit are mounted on a support seat, and are adjusted 
simultaneously, but does not teach a shaving collecting member. Stuy (4,063,478) teaches a 
table saw with a saw blade, drive transmission unit, motor and a shaving collecting member that 
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is adjustable in a vertical direction, but does not teach all of the components being mounted to a 
support seat, and does not teach adjusting all of the components simultaneously. Connor 
(4,255,995) teaches a table saw with height and tilt adjustability wherein the saw blade and 
shaving collecting member are mounted on a support seat, and when the tilt of the blade is 
adjusted, the components are adjusted simultaneously, but does not teach the shaving collecting 
member adjustable in a vertical direction. It would not have been obvious to use the references 
in combination with other prior art teachings to meet the claim limitations.
